The Masonic Temple at Peachtree and Cain Streets Friday is a stark ruin following 


a flash fire Thursday which 


Police Capt. James H. Brown said started from a welding 


torch being used at the top floor by elevator repairmen. 
The repairmen were quoted as saying the fire spread so fast they did not attempt to 


control it. Brown estimated 


damage to the Temple, in process of being remodeled, at 


three-quarters of a million dollars. 


Only its walls remained stand- 
ing. The two-story pillars in front 
formed a framework for the twist- 
ed superstructure and ravaged in- 
terior of the famous landmark. 


Whipped by high winds, fire 
raged uncontrolled into the night. 
A section of the rear wall fell in- 
ward about 6 p.m. It was At- 
lanta’s worst fire since the Wine- 
cif Hotel tire Dec. 7, 1946, when 
119 persons lost their lives. The 
Masonic Building is a block away 
from the Winccoff, also on Peach- 
tree Street. 

In only a few minutes, the 
flames had eaten away the top 
floor of the six-story structure 
and were deep inside the build- 
ing. Guests at the Henry Grady 
Hotel across the street were or- 
dered to evacuate rooms facing 
the blaze. 

Hundreds of spectators jammed 
against safety ropes strung along 
Peachtree Street by police. Work- 
ers repairing the Winecoff Hotel 
rushed to watch the fire. 

Battling a cold, slashing rain 
and heavy winds, firemen from 
all City and Fulton County fire 
departments fought against unsur- 
mountable odds for .almost five 
hours before the smoke and 
flames were finally washed out. 
But the fire, which swept the 
building in a matter of minutes, 
was out of control before they 
arrived. 

Miraculously, no one was se- 
riously injured. Orange flames 
burst from windows, swirled more 
than 100 feet above the structure 


and endangered firemen trying to/|P 


control the flames from the build- 
ing’s fire escapes. Below them, 
comrades shouted continued warn- 
ings that the walls were about to 
collapse. 
_ Mayor Hartsfield commended 
the combined efforts of the fire 
departments for their work in 
preventing the fire from spread- 
ing to adjoining buildings.

Senators said the FBI has been

Administration 
backers centered their fire on the 
bill, a broad proposal by Sen. Mc-

Mr. Truman assured reporters 
that he was not playing the role 
of a desk strategist, and that he 
was basing his optimistic fore- 
cast on the briefings he receives 
daily from Gen. Omar N. Bradley,

Meanwhile, although the Navy 
acknowledged that two United 
States fighter planes in the serv- 
ice of the United Nations had shot 
down the Soviet bomber off the 
West Coast of Korea on Monday, 
the President stated emphatically 
that this government did not in- 
tend to wrangle with the Soviet 
‘Union over the incident. 

Reiterating what has already 
been said repeatedly by the United 
States Ambassador in Moscow and 
by State Department officials 
here, the President said that the 
Korean plane incident was a mat- 
ter for the United Nations to con- 
sider. He declined, therefore to 
discuss it further.

One miner described 
the sunken area as being “as big 
oas a football field.” Many of the 
rescuers came from a neighboring 
colliery where a large number of 
‘miners died in 1938 disaster. 
| Sober-faced women and chil- 
dren and other relatives of the 
trapped men gathered near the 
scene. Most helped where they 
could. Others stood intently 
watching the activity around the 
pithead. 

The first fall came directly over 
the main haulage shaft and the 
first alarm was given by the 
young driver of an underground 
coal-hauling locomotive. 

The Cumnock fire brigade was 
called out but was forced to con- 
fine its efforts to general rescue 
work because the trucks were un- 
able to approach, the pit head. 

New Comnock is about 30 miles 
south of Glasgow.

The proposed State School Building 
Authority looks to be the way out of a 
double dilemma for Georgia. 

For one thing, the State’s school build- 
ings are inadequate for proper instruction 
to whites and Negroes alike. 

For another, facilities are grossly un- 
equal and Negroes now are demanding 
equalization of facilities in court suits. 
Other suits may be filed as a result of the 
rash resolution adopted by the State Demo- 
cratic Convention defying authority of the 
United States Supreme Court. 

Attorney General Cook has ruled the

= is legal. Governor Talmadge will ask 
the General Assembly to create the Au- 
thority when it meets in January. It is a 
an ney n proposal and there is little 
likelihood of firm opposition. 

The plan would allow Georgia to get 
immediately the school buildings contem- 
plated over a period of 20 to 30 years. It 
would end a school building crisis and a 
racial crisis at one blow. 

Patterned after the University Building 
Authority program, the State Schoo! Build- 
ing Authority would erect needed buildings 
in the various counties with the use of 
weds capital.

Apology to Marines 


Being good sportsmen, Marines and ex- 
Marines everywhere—as well as the pub- 
lic—will accept the apologies of President 
Truman for his ill-considered attack upon 
the corps. 

It was proper that the President should 
adopt the contrite attitude that character- 
i his letter and his personal visit yes- 
terday to the convention of the Marine 
Corps League. It required genuine cour- 
age for the President of the United States 
to eat crow in so abject a manner. 

But what _uzzles us is why a man in his 
position of responsibility and leadership 
should allow himself to get so far off base. 
The White House explanation that the 
President never expected the letter to be 
published certainly is no explanation. If 
so it lends doubt to the apology itself. 

The Marines will suffer least from this 
intemperate outburst. What will suffer 
most is the public confidence in the leader- 
ship that is guiding us in these critical 
times. 

As for Mr. Truman’s contention the 
Marines have no place on the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, isn’t it true that events in Korea 
actually show they ought to be repre- 
sented? The Navy cannot represent the 
Marine Corps while it is fighting a ground 
action with the Army. 

It also is a well-established conclusion 
that Korea has demonstrated the necessity 
for tactical air support for each of the 
services. The Marines’ close air support 
has been a big factor in enabling them to 
score larger gains against the enemy. 

Mr. Truman's apology is timely and 
acceptable. It will have the greater weight 
of sincerity, however, if the President ad- 
mits with equal forthrightness that justice 
has not been done the Marine Corps under 
the present defense setup.

be sufficient to liquidate the investment 
over a specified period of years, at the end 
of which time title to the building would 
pass to the county. But the State actually 
would pay the rental by allowing counties 
to use State-supplied school building funds 
for rental. Under the Minimum Founda- 
tion Program, which the Governor and 
Legislature have agreed will be financed 
at the next session of the General Assem- 
bly, $5,000,000 a year will be devoted to 
school buildings. 

The State’s school building needs are 
estimated at approximately $100,000,000. 
Thus, Minimum Foundation Program 
funds for at least 20 years would be nec- 
essary to bring the State’s school buildings 
up to’ desirable standards and eliminate 
the gap between white and Negro facilities. 

It is a sort of painless method of get- 
ting Georgia out of an embarrassing and 
unhealthy situation. ,And it will work. 
The University program, now before the 
courts for validation, is an assured suc- 
cess though it was passed only at the last 
session of the Legislature. Revenue cer- 
tificates for $6,000,000 were readily sold to 
private investors. | 

The quicker the program can be put 
into operation the better it will be for 
Georgia schools, both white and Negro.

And Potential Draftees 


There are distressing complaints that 
reservists and those subject to the draft 
are finding it increasingly difficult to ob- 
tain jobs. . 

One reservist, who said he had been 
looking for a job unsuccessfully for two 
weeks, told The Constitution, “Things al- 
ways look good until they ask my service 
status. When I tell ’em the show's over.” 

It is a deplorable situation. 

Obviously, it does cost money to train 
a new employee. And it is equally true 
there is no hope of immediate return on 
the investment when the employee is called 
into the armed forces after only a short 
period. 

Farsighted employers are taking the 
more sensible attitude that men lost to the 
armed services eventually will return to 
their jobs. 

Moreover, there is the matter of an 
obligation to those who are being called 
upon to defend our freedom—indeed, our 
verv existence. 

Even if all-out war does not develop 
from the Korean conflict, it ijglikely that 
tension will prevail for a peri6d of years. 
It is certain that compulsory military 
training will be adopted. The reserve 
components of the armed forces will be 
increased, as will the National Guard. All 
are subject to emergency call to active 
duty. 

Sooner or later employers will have to 
reconcile employment policies to the real- 
ities of the situation. Now is a good time 
to start.

Propaganda You Can’t Buy 


Dear Mr. Truman: I read in the papers the other morning where you described 
the Marine Corps as being “the Navy's police force,” and if you were quoted 
correctly you said that so long as you were President that is what it was going 
to remain. Now I want to say that that was a very apt description of the Marine 
Corps in its peacetime function, for you know as well as I do that the peacetime 
mission of the Marine Corps embraces a number of duties that are more or less 

guard duties. You have Marine Corps detachments at various Navy stations for instance, whose 


function it is .to protect property and keep order, 


and in general act as cops. Aboard ship you 


have sea-going Marine detachments who function as orderlies to the high brass, more or less, You will 
find one standing guard outside of the admiral’s quarters, and outside the captain’s cabin, and out- 
side the exec’s quarters, and for this reason the Marines, in a spirit of brotherly derision, have been 
sometimes referred to as sea-going bell hops by the sailors, or swabbies. 


They do a good job in these duties too, for 
they are conscientious guys, well-disciplined, 
who, when they are told to guard something, 
guard it, and when they are told to attend to 
the high Navy brass and minister to their needs, 
they do it. 

And if this country stayed forever at peace 
that would be a sufficient function for the 
Marine ‘Corps. Unfortunately, though, we are 
always getting tangled up in a war, and every 
time we get tangled up in a war, you, or who- 
ever is Commander-in-Chief, hollers for the 
Marine Corps to come do a little fighting. And 
then the Marine Corps subordinates its guard 
duties ashore to its primary function of fighting, 
and it goes in and fights and it does pretty well. 


It fights well because somehow it believes 
that when it is given a mission to perform, 
the big thing is to accomplish the mission, 
and if a lot of Marines get killed carrying 
out that mission that is too bad. If the divi- 
sion commander, representing the Army 
commander, and the Army commander, rep- 
resenting you as Commander-in-Chief, says 
that a certain hill has got to be taken, or a 
certain piece of ground has got te be held, 
they don't question the orders, no matter 
how suicidal they may be. They take the 
ground they are told to take, or hold the 
ground they are told to hold, or they die 
there on that ground to the last man 


Let me tell you, for instance, about the Third 
Platoon of the Second Battalion of the Fifth 
Marine Regiment. I was with this regiment about 
two weeks ago, on a ridge overlooking the Nak- 
tong River, in Korea. This was a pickup platoon. 
When the First Provisional Marine Brigade was 
ordered overseas, it was not at full strength. It 
had three battalions of riflemen in its infantry 
regiment all right, but due to yours and Mr. 
Johnson's economy program, there were only 
two companies to the battalion, and only two 
rifle platoons to the company. 

So the Marines had to fill out a third platoon 
ef riflemen by pulling men off guard duty all 
up and down the West Coast, and putting them 
into a line company. Fortunately, the Marines 
had never quite understood that they were to 
be mere cops, guarding Navy warehouses, so 
all of these men had been pretty thoroughly 
trained in the use of the rifle, and in the creep- 
ing and crawling that is necessary if a soldier, 
or Marine, is going to live long in the field 
against the enemy. 

From where I stood on the crest of a hill 
I could see this platoon go into action, up the 
slopes of a hill about 500 yards away. It was a 
steep hill, covered thinly with little pines, and 
it offered good concealment to the enemy, who 
were dug in, with their machine guns cam- 
ouflaged by the little pines, but it offered no 
cover to the Marines—the Navy's cops—going up 
the hill. There was pretty hot fire coming down 
that hill. It was machine gun fire—from our 
‘machine guns the enemy had captured—and they 
were rolling lots of grenades over. 

As an old artilleryman, you know that an 
Outfit that loses its guns-is a routed and panicked 
outfit. And some of the rifles that were firing 
on the Marines were American M-ls—and you 
know, too, that a soldier who drops his rifle to 
run is a soldier stricken with terror. And none of 


these guns that were killing Marines had been 
captured from Marines. 

But that is beside the point. The point I am 
trying to make is that that platoon went up the 
hill, with the fire coming down ‘like sleet and 
that there were 40 men who started up and there 
were 15 men left when they got 50 yards from 
the top. The others were dead or wounded on 
the slopes of the hill. And the 15 that were left 
came down the hill, bringing their wounded, and 
they formed again at the bottom and they went 
back up. And when they were driven down 
again there were six men left alive and un- 
wounded. And the six men went back up again. 
And they took and held the little section of the 
hill’s crest that was their objective. 

Now the only point I want to make, Mr. 
President, is this, that there was a spirit that 
came from somewhere that sent those guys up 
that hill again and again and again until they 
took it. I don’t quite know how to explain that 
spirit. All I know is that, cops or no, the Marine 
Corps indoctrinates its men, somehow, so that 
neither home nor mother nor country nor the 
Commander-in-Chief nor any other loyalty in 
this world transcends their loyalty to the Corps. 
And that that spirit makes them willing to fight 
until they die, so long as they fight as Marines. 


You spoke about the Marine Corps hav- 
ing a great host of propagandists. That is 
true. Every ex-Marine is a propagandist for 
the Corps. Every man who has ever seen 
them fight is a propagandist for the Corps. 
The dead men whe lay wrapped in their 
shelter at the foot of the hill above 
the Nakteng were the finest kind of prop- 
agandists for the Corps. It is the kind of 
propaganda that can’t be bought. It is the 
kind that comes from the heart. It is the 
kind that causes a man te drive en into 
certain death rather than fail his buddies in 
battle. That sounds corny, I know, but it is 
the Ged's truth, for I have seen wounded 
Marines leave the ambulances that were 
hauling them te the rear and go back inte 
the lines. 


I am sorry that you, as Commander-in-Chief 
of all the Armed Forces, are not also a prop- 
agandist for the Corps. I had rather you would 
have said that the great mobility, the great fire 


power, and the great valor of the Marines should | 


be the model on which we would build a United 
Nations force ready to fight anywhere. 


I see that you have had the grace to 
apologize for your language, and I am glad 
you have. But I feel that that apelegy stems 
frem the knowledge that you put your foot 
in your mouth politically. I deubt if you 
had a change of heart. 


My recommendation is, therefore, that you 
take time off from your duties and take a quick 
run out to Korea. In three days you could be 
in Japan. In one more day you could be at the 
front. Put on your old artilleryman’s uniform 
and join up with a platoon of riflemen. Any 
of them will do. And go up the hill with them 
in the face of the kind of fire they were facing 
the day you made your statement. 

You’é have considerably less than an even 
chance of coming back alive and unhurt. But 
if you did get back, I think you'd bring with 
you a different point of view.

Of Talk Stage 


— | Talking with Chief Bennett of the Soi] Con- 
ay 4 ] servation Service recently about the progress the 
on nation is making in saving its topsoil, we could 
o help but agree that much educational groundwork has been 
done and that the actual scheduling and dispatching of work is 
going forward rapidly. 


It isn’t something to be talked about anymore, it’s a job to be 
doné. We are at that phase of the subject where landowners ask. 
“Shall we use kudzu here? Trees? Sericea? Grass and clover? Is 


‘this the place for strip-cropping? Shall we terrace this hillside?” 


Down to Business We are getting down to the job these 

days. We aren't merely saying that 
the nation is losing so many million tons of topsoil each year and 
that the population to be fed from this topsoil is getting increas- 
ingly greater each year. 


The question isn't, “What do you know about soi] conserva- 
tion?” The direct question is, “What are you doing with what you 
know about soil conservation?” 


The end result the nation seeks is the nation’s land handled 
in such fashion as to provide a living for its population today, to- 
morrow, and the months and years ahead. This means that all 
erodible lands must be covered up in trees or grasses, or protected 
through strip-cropping, contouring, terracing, or whatever other 
means are practicable and available. This means, too, that most 
individual farms present individual problems. 


There must first be a survey, then a plan, 
Survey First then a year-by-year program of work. Work 
on farms goes by seasons, a slow process. ‘ 


So, if we say that the number of farms now completely con- 
servationized—where the water is made to walk and where there 
is no more erosion; if we say this number is small for the money 
spent, we overlook the great preliminary work which has been 
done. The number of farms now planned, the training of the per- 
sonnel to do this new type of soil-saving and especially we overlook 
the pick-and-shovel work which had to be done to awaken the 
farmers and other landowners of the nation to the need for this 
work now being done. 


There isn’t any doubt we could move faster than we are moving, 
with more men and more money. But when we think that only 
15 years ago the soil conservation movement was an idea, merely, 
and that today there are thousands of conservationized farms, mil- 
lions of farms now under plan, and that scarcely anyone among us 
is entirely ignorant about the value of holding the soil, we may 
comfort ourselves with the thought that we have come a long way.

It was a ha coincidence that led Alfred Holbrook 
toward the chair of his friend Holger Cahill in the Sala- 
magundi Club in New York an evening in 1944 and moved 
him to inquire idly if Cahill knew of any school in the 
ig that might be interested in a gift of 100 fine paint- 
ngs. 


Holbrook. a lean, vital man, was retiring at the age of 70, after 
40 years in the practice of law. to follow the dictates of his deepest 
desire ... to devote his twilight years to sharing his delight in firie 
painting. He hoped to find hospitality for his idea in the South. 


Cahill, no stranger to tastes and trends in art after serving as 
head of the Federal Arts Project in the "30s, took only a moment 
to think. 


“Yes,” he declared, “the University of Georgia. Lamar Dodd is 
the man to see. They are developing a real art movement at the 
University. It will be exactly right for you.” 


“And it was.” Holbrook said yesterday, still as supple 
at 76 as a man 26 years his junior, “exactly right. I have 
been happy at Athens and never a day passes that I am not 
glad it was the University of Georgia that accepted my col- 
lection.” 


Here to hang 40 of his paintings in the Magnolia Room at Rich's, 
where they will be on public display the rest of September, Hol- 
brook spoke of them as one might speak of friends. 


His eye ranged the circle that began at one end with a calm 
Inness autumn scene and ended at the other with a neonish mod- 
ern “Night Ball Game” by Ferdinand Warren, and he could not 
seem to bring himself to choose between them. 


“I like them all,” he said. . . “Yes, I even like the abstracts. I 
studied abstract painting for s@veral months to learn to appreciate 
them, and now I see the same pleasure and thought in them that I 
do in the others. 


He indicated a Buck Rogers type of canvas, exploding with 
dangerous hues of blue and pink and red in electronic glow. “That 
is called ‘Radar,’” he said. “I commissioned Jean Zcerson to paint 
it, hoping to show the connection between science and art. He 
spent three months learning everything a layman could learn about 
radar. Every one of those mechanical objects you see there is a 
symbol representing an important part of radar.” 


“And here.” he pointed to an arrested rooster standing athwart 
an oil, almost obscuring an angel and a ladder. “Karl Zerbe did 
it in a medium called encaustic. You know, hot wax mixed with 
pigment, put or. warm canvas And it isn't just a rooster at all. 
Zerbe is a Russian... and that rooster symbolized Easter in Rus- 
‘gia. So did the other parts of the picture.” 


The valuable collection has increased from 100 to about 225 
gince it moved to Georgia and took up quarters in the Museum 
of Art Holbrook directs in Athens. Twenty-five paintings have 
been presented by outsiders, and the rest Holbrook has himself 
selected. 


It is a restless collection, moving everywhere in the South it 
fs invited, with Holbrook going along to chaperon it and to talk 
about its various facets where he is asked to speak.

Bridges, Re- 
publican, New Hampshire. | 

Besides a three-hour speech on the Senate floor—with 
every word copied by shorthand stenographers—Langer in- 
serted in the “Record” a thick batch of pamphlets, newspaper 
articles and an entire 159-page book entitled “Grass Roots,” 
by Harold V. Knight. 

Officials at the Government Printing Office, which pub- 
lishes the “Record,” estimates that Langer’s contributions would 
cost the Government roughly $2,624 to publish.

Common Interferences Explained; 
How Best to Eliminate Most of Them 


Most people decide to purchase television receivers after 
having seen several programs at friends’ homes, clubs or 
taverns. Soon the time comes when they have seen enough 
video to arouse their interest and they buy a receivr. Natu- 
rally ,they expect the pictures on their own receiver.to be as 
good or better than those which influenced their decision 
to buy. 


Once the set is purchased, and 
installation is begun, it is very 
important that at least one mem- 
ber of the family be at home, so 
he can be instructed on the proper 
method of tuning in stations for 
best reception. 

If the reception of some stations 
fs not satisfactory, the condition 
may be corrected on the spot, ob- 
viating the necessity for recurring 
service calls and general dissatis- 
faction with the installation. 

The tuning of stations is a sim- 

le operation. A few instructions 

y a competent serviceman will 
enable the television set buyer to 
attain the proper results. 

Should Be Shown ‘ 

Even though the individual has 
tuned in a friend's or nejghbor’s 
receiver, he should let himself be 
shown on his own set by the in- 
stallation man. 

Very often, new purchasers of 
television receivers complain to 
their dealers that their receiver 
is inferior because of poor picture 
quality when actually the trouble 
is their lack of proper tuning 
knowledge. It is the duty of the 
service man to instruct the new 
purchaser in the proper tuning 
methods. 

Granted that the receiver {is 
tuned properly, there will still be 
occasions when certain sets will 
receive some stations better than 
others. In this respect, the fol- 
lowing should be borne in mind: 


ideal reception usually exists if 
all transmitting antennas are vis-| 
ible and there are no buildings to) 


reflect signals to your antenna, 
Fortunately there are many such 
locations where this is the case. 


However, there are also places 
such as metropolitan areas where 
the signals of one or more sta- 
tions are blocked out by buildings 
or hills. The only way these sta- 
tions can be received peapeey is 
by placing the antenna on a high- 
er level. This is impractical in a 


majority of cases because of the

FM Interference 

FM interference shows up as a 
superimposed herringbone effect 
on the picture. If you have a 
television receiver capable of re- 
ceiving FM, you may see this 
clearly by switching your set to 
television while listening to an 
FM station. The herringbone pat- 
tern will show up on the picture 
tube. This may be corrected by 
reorientation of the antenna or 
installation of traps, by your 
serviceman. 

Most interference by amateurs 
of “ham” radio transmitters can 
only be eliminated by co-opera- 
tion with the operator, providing 
that he is operating within his 
FCC license. If he is not, you 
can complain to the FCC.

American economic loans—on a 
limited scale—are expected to 
provide a much-needed psycho- 


logical shot in the arm. 


‘Ornament of War’ 


The shah picked Razmara 
(whose name means “ornament of 
war’), as the one man in the 
country who could clean up Iran’s 
traditionally corrupt government 
and give the common man his 
first chance at a better life. The 
common man has become impor- 
tant because it’s to him that com- 
munism.directs its appeals—based 
on the present wretched state of 
the masses. 

The shah looks on his choice of 


reportedly the only army officer 
willing to lead the troops against 
th Azerbaijan rebels—then unsuc- 
cessfully attempting to set up a 
Communist-dominated state. 
Strangely enough, Razmara has 
no strong political group back o 
him in Iran. The moral backing of 
American diplomats in Tehran is 
one of his top cards. Britain, with 
vas oil interests, traditionally has 
played an important behind-the- 
scenes role in politics here. The 
British now seem to be playing a 
cautious game. They are support- 
ing Razmara, but ontv in a luke-

The shah—a much more serious 
young ruler now than might have 
been guessed in his tour of the 
United States last fall—recognized 
the danger.

There'd be no room for a 
shah in a Communist l[ran. 

The new prime minister was 
little known outside of Iran be- 
fore, although he has a big local 
reputation. 
 Razmara is no innocent in poll-

reer. In Iran there is a closely 
interwoven connection between 


‘politics and army. Razmara has 


many friends in parliament. He is 
credited with helping many 
deputies gain their seats. 

A slender, quiet-spoken man, 
Razmara is intelligent, shrewed, 
quick to grasp a situation. He 
claims to be a man of action rather 
than words. He drives himself 
hard and expects his subordinates 
to do the same. 

He works until nearly mid-

WASHINGTON—(A) — Electrte 
pumps boost farm family use of 
water, says the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. Families which 
pump water by hand often use 
about six gallons per day per per- 
son, it says. : After a few years of 
using power pumps this may rise 
to 50 gallons per persons per day. 

Many families which use hand 
pumps do not know how much 
time they spend pumping and car- 
rying water, the department sug- 
gests. 

It estimated that each cow, horse 
or mule uses 10 to 15 gallons a day. 
A hog drinks two gallons and 100 
laying hens two or three gallons. 
Much water also is used in clean- 
ing milk equipment and vegeta- 
bles for market.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8—(4)— 
President Truman has been crit- 
icized in Congress for not pushing 
the rearming program far enough 
fast enough. 

We'll have a little better idea 
of just how far and fast we're go- 
ing when the President, perhaps 
this week, announces the kind of 
economic controls he’s going to 
impose. 

This seems to be the program: 
Doubling the armed forces. But, 
pretty much, business as usual. 

Of course, the first question that 
comes to mind is this: 

Do we have time for such a leis- 
urely pace’? Or should we go into 
total mobilization, using 
minute and all our resources? 

A Few Reasons 

Some of the top men in the 
government have said privately 
that they don't think Russia is 
ready for war now and can't be 
for two or three years. 

Other reasons: 

1. If we suddenly went all-out 
How, it might spur the Russians 
into grab action. 

2. There's always a chance that 
By being pretty well armed this 
country might be able to discour- 
Q@ge the Russians from war. 

3. If we can build up our 


every - 


istrength gradually and thus dis- 
courage the Russians without to- 
tal mobilization now, Americans 
then will have been spared the 
hardships and sacrifices which to- 
tal mobilization would have 
meant. 

4. The present program will 
provide the framework for any 
sudden need to expand inte total 
mobilization. 

The critics of such a viewpoint 
range all the way from those who 
tHink our rearming should be 
much bigger and faster—to those 
who think we should use every 
minute getting ready. 

Military State 
What would total—really total 
mobilization mean? It would 
mean turning this country into a 
military state. 

Very quickly all nonessential 
civilian goods would disappear. 
Rationing would be necessary. So 
would price and wage controls. 

And manpower would be con- 
trolled far more severely than in 
World War Il. Taxes would be 
enormous. 

No one {s disputing that any 
sacrifice entailed by total -mob- 
lization would be justified to 
save this country.

What is he really like, this 
O'Dwyer who steps out next 
week as mayor of the world’s 
biggest city to become U.S. min- 
ister to Mexico?

There are two kinds of indoor 
aerials, They are the new an- 
tenna which ig built into the set, 
and the older kind whieh is at- 
tached to the set and put on top 
of or near the set. 

It may be in the form of a 
V-shaped wire, a tube of metal, 
or metal disks. 

Because each television instal- 
lation presents an_ individual 
problem, there can be no flat 
statement about* whether an in- 
door aerial will work. 

Generally speaking, the closer 
the set is to the broadcasting 
transmitter, the better the indoor 
aerial will work. 

In most places within the city 
limits, indoor aerials should give 
adequate or good reception. In 
some cases they have even out- 
performed outdoor aerials. 

Beyond the city Imits an out- 
door aerial is more likely to give 
best reception.

The pioneers in any new industry are by nature inven- 
tive. They develop new skills, working with new ideas and 
new equipment. Almost invariably, as for example in avia- 
tion and radio, they create a new “slanguage” to describe 
its new technics or apparatus or sensations. Television, even| 
in its infancy, is already rich with such functional or bizarre’ 


words and phrases. 

Take your home television re- 
ceiver. It has a screen on the 
front end of what is generally 
called a “cathode ray picture 
tube.” This term simply means 
that an element in the tube called 
a cathode, or an “electron gun,” 
squirts out a stream of electrons 
directed in such a way as to paint 
pictures electrically on the screen. 

Your television set is really two 
separate receivers. One part is re- 
sponsible for bringing you pic- 
tures and is called the “video” 
(Latin: I see) section, while the 
other “audio” (I hear) section pro- 
vides the accompanying sound.

“In the future if a foreman no- 
tices any employe has made no! 
movement for a peroid of two! 
hours, it will be his duty to inves- 
tigate. As it will be almost impos- 
sible to distinguish between death 
and the natural movement of 
some employes, foreman ard 
cautioned to make careful in- 
vestigation. 

“Holding a pay check in front 
of the suspected employe is gen- 
erally considered an authentic 
test.
